Was Built in "Alabama" Ship 


House at This Yard, 


How the "Alabama" and "Franklin" 


Ship Houses-Received Their Names.

An order has been received at this 


navy yard to get the U. S, S. Essex in 
condition to bo placed in commission at 
once. It is probable that the old ship 
will be used as a school ship. 


The Essex is one of six vessels that 


were built in 1873 on the same lines,185 
ft long and 35 ft beam, having a dis- 
placement of 1375 tons and a register of 
015, and drawing 14 ft 3 inches of water. 
They -were the Adams, Alliance, Enter- 
prise and Essex, all yet borne ou the 
navy list, and two others whoso names 
have been dropped. The Enterprise 
and Essex were built at this navy yard 
under very peculiar circumstances. 


The Essex was built in the "Alabama 


shiphouse" and the Enterprise in the 
"Franklin shiphouse." These are not 
the ofliuial designations of the ship- 
houses but the popular ones. The Ala- 
buina shiphouse was so called because a 
74 gun ship of that name was on the 
Htjoks in it from 1817 to 1804, when she 
was launched and as there already was 
one Alabama in the service and another 
very bad Alabama faying the Confeder- 
ate llag.the old 74 was renamed the New 
Hampshire, and under that name is still 
in the navy, being now used as a train- 
ing ship by the New York naval .militia. 


The Franklin shiphouso got its name 


from the fact that the old 74 gnu ship 
Franklin was repaired therein in 1854— 
55. The Franklin was the first ship 
over taken up by the dry dock at this 
yard and the way they repaired her was 
to haul her out on the ways at the head 
of the dock and smash her all to pieces 
and lay the keel of a new vessel in the 
shiphouse thai has since borne her 
name. 


This shiphouse, then a nearly new 


building, was planned to accommodate 
a line of battle ship, but 50 feet wiii 
added to its length to accommodate the 
Frankhu, and a pigeon coop was run 
out 20 feet farther, high up in the air, 
to give room for the new ship* head. 
When the "repairs" were complete the 
Franklin was a magnificent steam frig- 
ate of 50 guns and 5170 tons displace-1 
raent, and had she been launched at 
thiil time and lit tod out according to 
t.he plans she would liave been un- 
doubtedly the most formidable wurtdiip 
in the world. 


But when the secession war broke out 


she was but a shell, with neither battery 
nor engines in readiness for her, so she 
was not launchel until near the eud of 
1804. She was the first U. S. ship to 
wear the rlag of an admiral on foreign 
service, under Admiral Farragut in Eu- 
ropean waters, in 18G7 CS, and is now 
the receiving ship at Norfolk, Va. The 
only part of the old 74 that was in- 
corporated in the new ship was the 
uame. 


Previous to and at the time the six 


gunboats were ordered built, there was 
a great deal of talk about how much 
cheaper warships could be built by 
private concerns than by the govern- 
ment. 


The private builders, of whom at thai 


time there were many, very naturally 
wanted the job of building the national 
ships if they could get it; so a persist- 
ent outcry was kept up in the papers 
abont the extravagance of having the 
building done in the national yards. 
To settle the question as to which meth- 
od was the cheaper, the Essex and En- 
terprise were both ordered to be bnilt 
at the Portsmouth yard. 


All the materials for both vessels were 


famished by the government and the 
Essex was built by the navy yard work- 
men, under a naval constructor, but all 
the labor for building the Enterprise 
was furnished by J. W. Griffiths, a 
prominent shipbuilder of New York, 
who personally superintended her con 
structon. The contractor's men were 
only allowed to work the regular navy 
yard hours, and the regular navy yard 
men who were employed on the Essex 
admitted that they were kept jumping 
at the work a little closer than they bac 
ever been before, in the attempt nol 
only to get that vessel in the water first, 
but to keep her labor cost w low as lha 
of the Enterprise, and * little lower i: 
possible. A record of the exact coat o; 
everything WAS kept. 


It is not probable that any obstacles 


were intentionally placed in the contrao 
tor'n way, but there were several un 
fortunate circumstances that tended tc 
delay him and to' increase the coat o 
the ship. . One was that after all th 
bolt holes were bored in the vessel 
when he came to "require" the coppe 


Ifpr bolts, it wat found that there WM 


not a pound of the exact size needed in 
store, it having all been "required" for 
the Essex. The only copper the con- 
tractor could get was an eight of an 
inch larger than the holes bad been 
bored for, necessitating the enlarge- 
ment of every hole, a much worse job 
thah the original borinpr. Of course the 
contractor got paid for the extra work, 
but it delayed him and also materially 
increased the cost of the vessel. 


After all, however, the Enterprise was 


launched several days before the Essex. 
What diffeience in the cost of the two 
ships there was, if any, was never made 
public, and would have beeu of no value 
if it had been. The alleged test of con- 
ditions proved nothing at all, and no 
suggestion has ever since been mtule of 
repenting the absurod experiment.

PREPARING FOR WHEAT. 


When 
Wl,«-»t Follow* Wheat or Oat*. 
Plowiuc »nd After Ww»t. 


With so important a crop as wheat 


farmers can ill afford to be uegligeut iu 
any measures that tend to produce best 
results. As iswellkuown, timely prep- 
aratiou of the soil iu a proper manner 
is a vital point iu raising a good crop, 
and concerning this an Ohio correspond- 
out of The Prairie Farmer offers the 
following suggestions: 
"Wheu wheat 


follows wheat or oats, tho preparation 
of tho soil should commence as soon as 
possible alter the wheat or oat crop is 
off tho laud. Tho usual custom is to 
plow the land, but a question may arise 
as to whether this is tho most adv igable 
plan under all conditions. 
Sometimes 


the land may be too dry and hard to 


noo uiiibt be used just as froquvutly us 
in rainy weather, when the weed* at- 
tempt to rob the plants of food, but in 
the former case it is in order to keep 
the soil loosened up both to admit air 
and preserve moisture. Good cultiva- 
tion is particularly essential where veg- 
etables are grown for their foliage or 
root. Lacking this, the plants are likely 
to be stunted and minus the proper 
Havor'of well ripened growth. There is 
a decided ai t in hoeing. The noil should 
be stirred and not scraped, but some 
plants make surface roots and discretion 
must be used here not to hoe too deeply. 
Keep the hoe sharpened, \i hen it will cot 
instead of scrape. — Meehan'a Monthly.

Leaf curl of the peach has caused 


alarm this season in various sections of 
the countiy. Although a tree when first 
attacked may apparently quickly re- 
coverand renew its foliage, recent inves- 
tigations indicate that measures should 
be taken to prevent a recurrence of- the 
disease with increasing damage the 
next year. The botanist of the Ohio sta- 
tion records the following: 


It is shown that leaf curl flourishes 


under conditions of low temperature 
and abundant rainfall for April and 
May, especially if these conditions fol- 
low a season of excessive leaf curl. Two 
•uch seasons following each other l».ve 
just been experienced, and there is •wide- 
spread complaint of the curling, color- 
ing and falling of the leaves affected 
with the fungus. It has also been noted 
that the leaf curl prevails to a greater 
extent upon several fine varieties, in- 
cluding Elberta, Oldmixon, Mountain 
Rose, Globe, the Crawfords, Bed Cheek, 
Chair's Choice and some others, while 
Salway, Smock, Wheeler and some 
others are much less susceptible, though 
somewhat injured at times. Trees badly 
attacked by curl are liable to drop much 
or all of the fruit. Spraying experiments 
conducted on a commercial scale have 
been carried on for three years. It has 
been shown that bordeaux mixture is a 
profitable fungicide for scab, pustular 
spot and leaf curl, the stronger mixture

Wholesale Work of a Mob In the John 


T. Orr Arkftimii« Tia-^uily. 


Little Rock. Aug. 10.—The Gazette 


prints the following 
account of the 


lynching at Clarendon: 


Five people, three men and two wo- 


men, were lynched at Clarendon at an 
early hour Tuesday morning. Such was 
the startling news reaching Little Rock 
last night. Every effort to confirm the 
news was made by the Gazette, and al- 
though telegraph communication was 
suspended for the night and it was im- 
possible to reach a correspondent, all 
doubtf About the truth of the report was 
cleared away when at 3 o'clock this 
morning the teleegraph operator in the 
QOvton Belt railroad office at Clarendon 
was reached. 


"Is It a fact that a lynching has oc- 


curred there?" he was asked. 


"Not Just one, but live," he clicked 


hark. "I saw the bodies myself. Four
